Another was taken with a great 
Pain of the Head. firſt in the Crowh,

V. A Pain of the Huad in a Womarn: 
with Child. 


A Woman big with Child com- 
piining of a great pain in her 
Had, 1 preſcribed the following 
means to be uſed, by which ſhe 
felr her ſelf much the berrer: I 
ordered the middle Vein of the 
Right Arm to be opened, and the 
following Ezythem to be applyed to

VI. Painof one half of the Head, or 
the Hemicrania. 

One complaining of pain in one 
half of his Head, which was ſo vio- 
lent, that he almoſt grew mad; I 
ordered for him the following

the Leaves of ormwood, with one

In the firſt place I abated the 
vehemency of the Feaveriſh heart , 
with Goats-Milk Whey , wherein 
ſometimes Lignum Guaiacum, other- 
whales S1rſaparilla were fieeped all 
Night. I gave alſo ro the ſame 
incent Ptiſan drinb, and Almond 
Mitk made with Cool-ſceds, being 
rempered with a decoftion of 
Lignan vite. Tuſed alſo Chicken- 
broth, made of ſuch as had been 
facted with cooling Medicaments. 
Somerimes the Patient drank di- 
filled water of Snails and Tortoi- 
ſes, as alſo cordial and cooling Ju- 

Epithems were applyed to 
the Loins and Liver : Strengrhning 
Oinrments were uſed to his Sto- 
mach; Theſe things being done, 
although the Feaver did continue, 
and char in an high degree, I ad- 
ventured ro proceed to the uſe of 
ſwearing Drinks made of Ebony and 
S2rſ:, though all the other Phyſici- 
ans were againſt ir. For the firſt 20 
dayes I boyled the Wood in Ex- 
dive-Water, Thereupon the Sanies 
(proceeding from an Ulcer in the 
Hip) began to be leflened, and the 
Feaver to be more mild. Where- 
fore I inſiſted reſolutely in this

3« caps 22, calls rhar Diſeaie 
Azrophia, when the Body 1s not 
nouriſhed ; and whereas naturally 
there is alwaies ſomewhar periſhes 
from the Body, if nothing 13refto- 
red in the room thereof, extream 
leannefs doth thence ariſe, and 
kills a man at laſt, unleſs it be 
helprt, A certain burly fart man 
was troubled with this Diſcaſe,who 
by reaſon of a Feaveriſh heat, and 
long laſting dry Diſtemper of his 
Liver, had the paſſages of his kin 
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ſhur up through the dryneſs , fo 
that he was not nou z yea, by 
lictle and little he conſumed away. 
This man received no good- by a 
entle Purgation, a cooling Diet, 
Whey of Goats-Milk , cold Epi- 
thems, Baths of freſh-water, or by 
Aſes Milk it ſelf , which he took 
for a long time together. I being 
weary of giving him Medicines , 
happily thought of at length of 
that in Galen. Method. Medend. lib. . 
thap. 7. and lib. 14. chap. 15. where 
for the nouriſhing of extenuated 
Bodies, he highly commends the

nor by a.Cautery applyed 'to the 
Nape of the Neck, and an iſſue 
made in the fore part of the Head, 
This Boy once in a. fir, being ta- 
ken with ſhortheſs of Breath, and 
choaked as it were, the fit went 
away of ir ſelf, a ſmall Tumor ari- 
ſing under his Arm-pit, which be- 
ing hard, and refiſting the touch, 
was ſofrned and turned into quit- 
tor. The Apoſteri being opened, 
ſtore of a Virulent tumour came 
away, and leſt che Ulcer ſhould be 
ſhur up, a pellet of Wax was put 
inco ir : And corrupt humours 
flowing out of this Iſſue for the 
ſpace of three Months, he was per- 
fefly cured of his ſhortneſs of 
Breath.

Tabe Goats Milk in 
which flints bave been quenched a pint 
and balf ; Fuict of Plantane and Com- 
frey Roots, Ana, an ounce, Sarcocol 
(infujed and diſſolved in 7 4 
drachm 3 Vmice Trpentine (diſſotued 
with the yolb of an Ezg)two drachms. 
mx them. It much matrer comes 
forth, uſe the cleanſing InjeRion 
ofreneſt ; if little matter come 
forth, uſe the healing Injetion 
moſt. Let him drink all this while 
Goats-milk ro heal, and if the mat- 
ter ceaſe flowihg, ſheeps-milk be- 
fore he ariſe in the Morning; and 
laſt ar night about four ounces, 
with a drachm and half of this 
powder in it.

This Woman had been 7 or 8 
Moneths under 3 or 4 great Phyſi- 
cians hands, till ſhe had ſpent all 


ſhe had to live upon, and then 


was deſerted of them, as one uncu- 
rable. She had a Feaver, an cx- 
ceeding weakneſs of Stomach, fo 
as that ſhe had not eaten a Meals 
meat for many weeks, and withal 
a Vomiting, ſo that what ſhe eat 
for the moſt parr, ſhe vomired it 
up again, whereby her Body re- 
ceived bur little nurriment from the 
food received.

And 
whereas, by reaſon of her extream 
weakneſs ſhe would ſomerimes 
have fainting firs, I preſcribed rhis 
following Julep. Tabe choice Canzry | 
a pint, Tinftare of Cora! two oun- 
ces, Tinfture of Antimony one ounce, 
Syrups Sacchari, enough to mabe it 
pleaſant: Of this ſhe rook two or 
three ſpoonfuls at a time, when 
ſhe found thoſe fzinring firs upon 
her, which gave her a mighty re- 
lief: Moreover t5 corroborate and 
ſtrenprhen the Bowels and Stc- 
mach which had been thus weak- 
ned by fo long a Flux.I cauſed her 
ro bathe chem morning and eve- 
ning with the following Compoſ!- 
rum. Tabs Powers of Amber, of 
Roſemary, and of Caraways of teach 
an oct; Poxgirs of Funiper-bernes, 
of ULaterdir, of Limons , Ana two 
ances, nix then to bathe withal. By 
che uſe of theſe things ſhe in a ſhorr 
time mightily amcoded 5 but nor- 

withſtanding 
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withſtanding the veſpertine raking 
of the Laudanun , ſhe complained 
very much of the want of ſ1-ep, 
and told me thar ſhe believed that 
ſhe ſhould be perfeRly well, if I 
could do any thing to make her 
ficep. For which purpoſe I cau-

Theſe things being 
thus conrinucd without negle& or 
intermiſſion , ſhe found her ſelf 
much amended in a Months time, 
and in leſs than three Months was 
reſtored to her perfet health ; ſo 
that ſhe looked plump, fleſhv, far, 
and in as good liking as ſhe did be- 
fore ſhe fell ill.

This 
Clyſter went not without 1ts defi 
red Efte&s, which were wonderful 
and ſtupendious, for in a quarter 
of an hour after the exlnhinon 
thereof, rhe Patient found himſelf 
revived and comforted , in a very 
marvellous manner, beyond what- 
ever he could have imagined, {6 
that he reſted very comfortablyaf- 
rer it, and fept wichour going to 
ſtool (at leaſt) 12 hours, Inward- 
ly, I ordered him to take of my 
Volatile Laudanum from three to (e- 
ven grains every night going to 
Bed, drinking after it a Glals of 
choice Canary. And the next mor- 
ning to take my Gutte vite from 
rwenty to thirry drops in a Glals of 
Sack hkewiſe. I adviſed to gie

Then opening the Waund , the 
ſwelling was wholly abated, and 
the preputium lay looſe and eafie as 
otmerly, ' the which was after- 
wards cured by application cf a

Alſo Fo- 
mentations has been made for the 
Belly,of a dead Nettle boiled in Wine 
and Water ; likewiſe Matri ſjlue 1s 
commended. There is alſo a Wa- 
ter for taking away all pains of the 
Matrix, Belly _ Stomach both 
before and afrer Child-bearing.

Five ounces of the Warter of Spike, 
with one ounce of Malago given to 
a Woman, does mitigate the mo- 
tion of the Matrix z bur it 15 ne- 
ceſſary that ſhe keep her ſelf warm 
in Bed. 

Gerardus de Solo commends a- 
bove all things for this uſe, the 
Roots of Lillies.

Their chief uſe is now for Am- 
purations, wherein ſomerime the 
whole end of the Stump is caure- 
rized.and ſomerimes bur the g 
ter Veſſels only, as Veins and &r 
reries, 1n ſtrong Fluxes of Blood, 
which are not otherwiſe aſi) 
ſtayed. In the Epilepſie or Fi 
ling ſickneſs they are often uſet 
with good Succels, as alſo tor 
Iflues in che Neck or hinder part 
of the Head, and in the cure 
the Lethargy and Apoplexy.

IX.The aftual Cautery for theRanula. 


The Ranula is a Tumor under 
the Tongue, which if 1t be any 0- 
ther way rempved bur by fire, it 
vill grow again.

4+ Be cautious of Apoſtems which 
happen in the heads, or tendons of 
Muſcles, becauſe of the exquiſite 
ſenſe of pain in thoſe parts. 5. Be 
not haſty in opening an Apoſtem, 
if its baſis be very broad, and nor 
viſibly ſhooting our to a point or 
head, where it ſhould ſeem ro 
break. 6, That in opening an 
Apoſtem, you do ir according to 
the courſe and-running of the fi- 
bres, and not croſs them : and as 
near the declining part of the tu- 
mor as may be, that the matter 
may come out of ir of its own ac- 


cord without forcing. 9. That in - 


making of the inciſion, you beware 
of rhe great branches of Veins, but 
more eſpecially of Arteries, which 
you will ofren meer with in the 
Neck, Arms, and Legs. 8. Take 
heed of opening a tumor in the 
Legs of one who has a confirmed 
Drophie ; for it will ſcarcely ever 
heal, bur endanger a Gangreen , 
whereby you will not only haſten 
the death of your Patient bur alſo 
diſcredit your ſelf. 9. In a large 
Abſceſs or Apoſtem where there 1s 
abundance of matter , take nor 
all away at once(for there is ther-- 
by a great waſt and expenſe of Spi- 
rits) leſt you rake away life and 
all, bur empty it by degrees, ſo 
will you do it wichour danger. 


11. The ſwelling or Exulceration of 
the Colamella or Viala. 


If che Columel'a is much ſwel- 
led and is very painful. you muſt 
not veXx it any way : bur if it bera- 
ther ſwelled than inflamed , and 
that by a Catarrh , ( if ordinary

XIL. Of the Paracenteſis in a Dropſie. 


If the bowels be not vitiated 1n 
a Droplie then this operation may 
be of good uſe; bur if they be 
corrupted then it will be done in 
rin, becauſe rhe cure will ſcarce- 
ly ſacceed , arid the fick is there- 
by put to a great deal of torment.

LXXXII. Of Wornds of the Neck 
and Throat. 


If wounds of rhe Neck be ſhal- 
low, they are cafily cured z bur if 
deep they are more dangerous, 
b<cauſe there are many Tendons 
of ſeveral ſma!l Muſcles. If they 
perrce to the Verrebrz, and divide 
the marrow of the back, then all 
parts under the Wound will be- 
come Paralytical. If the Wound 
be in che Throat, "cis much, if che 
Jugular Veins, or Carotidal Arre- 
ries, or both be not cur or divid- 
ed, and then your buſineſs is with 
all imaginav!e ſpeed ro ſtop rhe 
flux of blood. If the jugular 
Vein be wounded, the blood 1s 
thicker and blacker, and comes 
away more ſlowly than from the 
Artery. If the Caroridal Artery 
he cur, the biood it thinner and 
comes away Icaping, with a kind 
of ſubſulration. 
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LXXXIV. Of ſtopping the Blood.

pleaſure ; for if ir fall in it is cer- 
rain death, Now obſerve how 
much of the Inje&ion you caſt in, 
and (ee you have it all again forth, 
for if any of it ſtay behind, ir will 
do miſchief. The injetion being 
returned have in readineſs a Silver 
or Leaden Pipe, with two or three 
holes in the end of it that goes in- 
to the wound, that by ir the Sa- 
nies may come forth.

LXXXIX, Of Gunſhot Wounds in

Gun-ſhor wounds are cither 
more ſimple, or more compound. 
The mie fimple, are thoſe which 
have feweſt ſymproms, where the 
Buller did fall in a fleſhy part, and 
no notable Veſlel 1s broken, rhe 
Buller js (mall, and the wound 
bur ſuperficiary.or not very deep : 
ſuch a wound will be cured well 
nigh as eafily as a wound made 
with any other Weapon thar 
wounds with contuſion, which is 
common to all Gun-ſhot wounds 
more or leſs. The more Compound, 
are thoſe, which have more Symp- 
roms, greater contuſion, Lacerati- 
on, Diſtemper or Tumor 3 as alſo 
any bone is broken, any notable 
Veſſel hurt or broken, with great 
Diſtemper, Inflammation or Tu- 
mor ſucceeding the wound; where 
the Bullet js great, and the wound 
penerrating far or very deep, or 
going through and through the 
Body ; In theſe wounds the cure 
cf rhe ſymproms does many rimes 
divert us from our courſe of Sup- 


puration, till we have provided | 
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for them, as being more danger 
ous 3 and according to theſe ya 
ries the cure is more difficult, 


XC. The Signs and Prognoſlicks » 
Gunſhot Wounds, 


The General fign 15 that ir is 
Orbicular in irs Orifice, if mad 
with a Bullet. Irs colour is alf 
altered, to livid, blewiſh, greeniſh 
or both, and there is a ſeeming 
heavineſs in the wound, as if ome 
huge weight had fallen upon the 
part z the blood iflues out meanly 
the parts are very much bruiſed 
and preſen:ly ſwell, fo that ye 
can ſcarcely put a Pleget into 1 
for the (welling of the Lips of the 
Wound, which alſo hinder the 
Ifuing forth of the Blood : ther 
is alſo great heat, with contuſic 
for that the Buller being round 
ir has no edges, fides or corner to 
cut its way, and therefore enters 
with extream violence.

Wounds made with theſe In- 
ſtrumenrs, ſeldom or never wound 
with conrufion, but they have a- 
nother property which 15 as bad or 
worſe, being ofren made with 
poyſoned Weapons, The forms 
of the weapons are very various, 
which ſometimes makes ſome va- 
riety in the merhod of cure. There 
is alſo great difference m the 
wounded parr, whether jt be 
Fleſhy, Boney, Nervous, Muſcu- 
lous, Tendinous, 1n a joynt, near, 
or fartchcr off from a joynrt, In a 
part more or leſs Noble, as the 
Brain, Lungs, Heart, Stomach, 
Liver, Guts, cc. In all Mortal 
Wounds 1t will be for your Hon- 
our to forercll the danger ; yer 
you are not to leave any thing 
unattempred , which may give 
hope of Recovery; for as in n- 
ward Diſcaſcs., fo'alſo in wounds, 
;t often happens, that what we 
may give over as deſperate, ſome 
1wnorant Emperick, or an old 
woman, may undertake and cure, 
whereby the fame cf rhe Lezrred 
Phyſician or Chyrurgeon 13 de- 
prefied, and the Ignorance of rhe 
other famed for a ſecond Ajcu-

CIT. How to tabs a Dart, Favilin, 
Arrow-head, 8c. out of the Body, 


You muſt avoid as much as 
may be a Butcherly ration, 
not cutring, or tearing the Fleſh, 
Veins, Arteries, Nerves or Ten- 
dons, more than needs muſt, left 
the By-ſtanders ſhould think that 
you do more harm with your In- 
ſtruments, than was done with the 
Weapon, which will be a diſpa- 
ragement borh to your ſelf and 
Art, The getting our of the wea- 
pon 15 rwofold, 44. either by the 
way it went jn, or through the 
oppoſite fide.and this is called ex- 
pulſton. After the firſt dreſſing 
theſe works muſt be done ; put 
the fick into the ſame poſture he 
was in when he received the 
wound, and having ar hand ll 
your Inftruments, as Firſt, A 
pair of Pliers, whoſe handles when 
you preſs together , the ſhanks 
will be divided ( Se Tab. VII &

Weapons for the moſt part are 
poyſoned with hot poyſons, ſeldom 
or never with-cold. If it be poy- 
loned with, g hot poyſon, the 
pain will be beyond meaſure grea- 
ter than if otherwiſe 3 as alſo 
pricking and burning like the con- 
tinual tlinging of a Bee. The 
wounded tleſh will be of a pallid 
and livid colour, and chere will 
be ſome (1gns of Mortification, be- 
ſides many other malignant ſymp- 
roms, which do not commonly 
accompany wounds of another 
quality. In this caſe, as ſoon as 
you have cleared che wound of 
the weapon, and all ſtrange ſub- 
ſtances, you ſhall Scarrific round 
avout 1t, frequently and deep;

CVII. Of a Gangrene in General. 


A Gangrene upon a Contufion 
comes ſometimes through the 
Errors of the Patient ; ſomerimes 
through the fault of the Arnſt, 
and ſomerimes from the vehemen- 
cy of the contuſion, and conditt- 
on of the parc affeted. The moſt 
general cauſe of a Gangreen, 15 a 
diſſolution of the Harmony and 
Temper of the part; a difli- 
parion of its Naru ear, by 
which it is made unfit to receive 
the Spirits whether Nacural, Vi- 
ral, or Animal, by which it 1s 
nouriſhr, and by which it Lives, 
Moves, and has Senſarion ; for be- 
iog deprived of rheſe, ir preſenrly 
languiſhes, and not' long after 
dies. The near or External 
cauſes of a Gangrene are, burnings 
with Fire, ſcalding wich Oyl, 
melted Metrals or Water, Gun- 
powder fired, a Frafture, Luxa- 
tion, or norable contuſion, bir- 
ing of Mad or Poyſonous Beaſts, 
or Serpents, pricking of a Nerve 
or Tendon, wounds of the Ner- 
vous parts. and of the Joynrs, and 
large and deep Wounds, where- 
in the larger Veins and Arterie* 
are cut aſunder; ro all which add, 
Porenrial Poyfons and Cauterics as 
Calcantium, Arſenich, Sublimate,&c, 
Ligatures ryed too hard or faſt : 
Coldneſs of the Ambient Air, 
Narcotick Medicines, &c. The 


Remote, Antecedent or Internal 
Cauſe, 15 the too plentiful de- 
fluxion of Humors, hot or cold 
ro the part, which ſuffocates the 
innate hear, And that Gangreen 
eſpecially is moſt incurable, in 
which the defluxion firſt ſeiſes 
u the Bone, to wit, the Pvi- 
oftion which covers it, and thence 
takes its Original, infe&ing alſo,

gelica, &c., Thirdly, If it pro- 
ceeds from a plentiful influxion 
of Humors, as in a great Phleg- 
mon, or the I:ke, begin the Cure 
by evacuating and drying up of 
humors which have purrefied in 
che parr ; and to this purpoſe 
put muſt uſe Scarifications or In- 
cifions,- more or leſs deep, as the 
condition of che Gangrene ſhall 
require, thar the. part being thus 
di: burthened of the many Hu-

for healing. Theſe Incifions make 
with the Incifion-knife, deep and

rampane. Auripigmentum, and the 
like, For thele ſharp Medicines 
do powerfully warm, reſolve and 
draw, not only viicous and fimy | 
Humors, bur alſo congealed blood, 
from rhe bortom of the Gangrene 
to the ſuperficies, which would 
otherwiſe ſtop the paſſages of the 
Spirits, by which the Native Hear 
would be extinguiſhed 3 but in 
this Operation, you muſt be cau- 
rious , that with the congealed 
blood, you draw not the hve 
blood cur of the Veines 3 and 
therefore you muſt be careful that 
you uſe not theſe Drawers, nll 
you are ſure thar the influx of 
blood is ſtaved.

great reaſon and neceflity to be at- 
rempted, for that the Cautery 
being applyed to a Nervous part,
